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BUDGET SYSTEM 
~ FOR HOSPITALS 


(Continued from First) 


a greater expenditure on the basis 
of an apcal to the public for more 
liberal financial support. 
The plan of the departm ent for the 
supervision of hospitals is a broad one, 
according too Dr. Baldy, for it contem­ 
plates the elimination of 
log-rolling 
during legislative* sessions in connec­ 
tion with the appropriation for 
the 
hospital 
“back 
home,” the 
appro­ 
priation of a lump sum instead of indi­ 
vidual appropriations for hospitals, 
the paym ent for work only actually ac­ 
complished by the hospitals and the 
opening of the way for equal tre a t­ 
ment of every hospital in the State, 
sectarian or non-sectarian, which sub­ 
scribes to the departm ent’s standards. 
“The bookkeeping of the various 
hospitals in the past,” said Dr. Baldy, 
“ has been bad, and it has been impos­ 
sible to tell just w hat the per 
diem 
charge per patient has been. 
Budget System Proposed 
“It is the departm ent’s plan to pro­ 
vide a budget system for all the hos­ 
pitals. 
At present $5,000,000 or more 
is provided 
every two years as .the 
S tate’s share for the care and m ainte­ 
nance of the insane. 
The Legislature 
provides a 
lump sum and fixed 
the 
maximum cost per patient at $0 
a 
week, the State paying half and 
the 
county paying half. 
“ If the Legislature appropriates 
a 
lump sum for the private hospitals and 
o th e r'charities it can also establish a 
maximum 
am ount for the care of 
charity patients. 
We will have the 
figures by the time the Legislature 
meets. 
If we ask for full payment 
I believe the total appropriation will 
be much less than the total of the in­ 
dividual appropriations now made by 
the State. 
“ Some hospitals have been paid for 
all free patients, many have not been 
paid what their free patients have cost 
and many have been paid much more 
than the cost of their free patients. 
Nobody could 
tell if the 
paym ents 
were equitable or not, because of the 
poor accounting. 
“There i3 danger; if there is not the 
proper following up of each case, that 
if a hospital is paid in full for its free 
service it will not try to obtain from 
those patients, who are financially able 
to pay in full or in part for their tre a t­ 
m ent, money due the hospital. 
But 
this laxity on the part of the hospital 
will not be permitted. 
Our books re­ 
quire exact data. 
If the follow up 
work show's th a t hospitals are not try ­ 
ing to collect paym ent from patients 
who can pay, we will refuse to recom­ 
mend further State aid. 
AM Hospitals Eligible 
“The system of payments 
contem­ 
plates the admission of any hospital 
that is caring for free patients. 
That 
brings up the question of aiding sec­ 
tarian institutions. 
Our plan 
does 
not violate the State constitution 
or 
laws or the recent ruling of the State 
Supreme Court. 
No 
appropriation 
would be made direct to any sectarian 
institution. 
We would go 
into the 
open market for service just as 
the 
State seeks the lowest bidder on sup­ 
plies without asking the religious be­ 
liefs of the contractor.
